APPEAL TO HELLENES. 


To tHe Epiror or tHe EayrtiAN Gazette. 

Sir,—There has been of late a movement 
among several of our leading Hellenic citizens 
to erect a monument to the illustrious her® 
who founded this city in B.C. 323. Tho form 
that this monament should take.is that of an 
imposing statae of the great Macedoniao 
warrior; and no better site could be chosen for 
a pe lestal than the Isle of Pharos, on which he 
conceived the idéa of’ foanding “what was 
henceforth to be a world-cantre. 

Thereis a very interesting tradition toldabont 
this founding of Alexandria, and although few 
people have. faith in superstitions, the pto- 
phecy which this tradition embodied hes 
been so fally realised as to merit notice. 
For want of chilk, the soil being black, so 
rons the legend, fluar was used to mark out 
the city bounde, which took the form ofa 
Macedonian’ mantle. While Alexander was 
pleasing himself with the project, a cloud ot 
birds alighted and devoured the flour. 
Alexander, whose whole. life seems to have 
been inflaenced by omens,. was much troubled 
thereat, ontil the augurs dispelled his doubts 
by observing that it was a sign that the city 
should feed many nations. And soit has. Batit 
was notonly a city that Alexander founded 
on these mystic shores; it was not merely 
a way side caravanserai for Asia and Africa, 
The foundations that he laid were thoze of a 
civilization which, born in the shade of the 
Acropolis of Athens, was destined to dominate 
the world. Hellenic culture had been in occa- 
pation of the Nile Valley long before the 
bombardment of Alexandris, and the landing 
‘of our troops. Néo-Platonics disappeared 
with the barbarous destraction of the Library 
of Alexandria, whose priceless volumes warmed 
the pablic baths of the victorionr Sarscen, 
bat the kesn-witted trader suécesded to the 
philosopher, and the Orthodox Gresk Church 
has kesp alight the sacred fires of Helleniam, 
ao that to-day, a3 under the Ptolemies, the 
Greek element prevails, and nowhere in 
Ezypt is it more conspicuous than in this 
city, the see of-an Orthodox Patriarch. 

The appeal | make to He!lenes is also an 
appial to all th»3e nations who have bene- 
fited by Greak civilization. They, no less 
than the Greeks, owa Alexander an ever- 
lasting tribute. No other potentate of pre 


civilisation, and combating the Oriontalism | 
which then threatened the world. His ex- 
ploits marked & critical epoch in the world’s 
history, an epych foretold in tha visions of 
Daniel. That, chronologically. was important, 
but not all. What really Alexander, sccom- 
plished, and by divine mandate, wad ths 
introdaction into the apathetic E\stern world 
of that period of that splendid instrament 
of thonght, tie Greek langaage, which was to 
prepare the world’s iate!léct for that marval 
of the ages—the comiog of Ch-ist. 

A saggestion made is to erect an impos- 
ing statae of the warrior apon the break- 
water, facing the saa, the right hand resting 
on his sword, and his left submitting to th: 
‘world the city ot Alexandria. Peatelicas would 
supply excellent material for sach a mona- 
ment, batit ist» the qaarrisa of patriotism 
to which ore must first refer. Already one 
generous German has contribated’ LE. 500 
towards the sch2me, bat to ba realised consi- 
derable fuods ara nedassary, and itis to be 
hoped that the nations of the world whose 
ahips hava fouad sholter in the harbour siuce 
tims immemorial will respond gonerously to 
the appeal.— Yoarr, ete.,

Sir, —In one of the last numbers of tha:*Egyp- 


who ara aware of the general improvements 
effected in Egypt since the date it was pat 
ander the British control, wonder how it is 
repels that after so many manifest, benefite 
Byypt and its inhabitants derived from 
bie d;there should bean anti-English feeling 
among the Ezyptian aud others, and he 
attributes that to base ingratitade. 

Ihave lived for many years io a British 
colony, andin,my capacity as a Government 
official I had the opportunity of watching 
closely the British administrative machine and 
the people living ander that administration, 
atid my impressions L respectfully give herein 
to the public odnsideration for as mach as they 
are worth. 

Britieh rule as a principle is comparatively’ 
perfect and whan applied by competent'persons 
is. such as would leave nothing désirdble: The 
results of it are manifestly good, and to what- 
ever British colony one looks be can ensily 
understand that the prosperity of the country 
is mostly due to British rule’ All people 
living under the British Flag onanimously 
admit that the Government is good in every 


respect, as justice is generally given to those}: 


who deserve it, life and estate security are 
auch as one can expect, religions are névar 
in‘erfered: with, the press is free; bat quite 
extraordinarily, while admitting and believing: 
all that, they in the maantime have a hatred 
and detestation for Eoglish rule, and. they 
cherizh a feeling of reveoge towards England, 


to show as soon as a suitable opportanity 
presents itself. 

Tha reason of this is partly the social life o 
the Englishmen and the latter’s behaviour 
towards every person who is not English. Lo 
ancient times the Hatilenes had a selfish prin- 
ciple :— “He who is not Hellene is barbarons,” 
and this maxim ofthe olden times, althongh | 
publicly disapproved, is selfishly appropriated 
by the Englishmen of nowadays, and ita ap- 

plication partly in offixiel life and wholly in 
coal life is most severe. 

To explain myself, I say that Englishmen | 
systematically avoid associating. with the na- 
tives of the o»antry they rale over, and ‘not 
only that bat thay look on them with a 
certain contempt which wounds their feeling, 
and’as this treatmant is a continual one it 1s | 
all that can be expected from these natives | 
that thay should hata and detest the English- 
men and their rale. A man on disooverisg that 


an apple is rotten in even a small portion | 


throws away the whole apple, althongh the 
other part ofit may be good, ‘This will illustrate 
how the natives, seeing that the Englivbmon 
in their social life behave in this way towards 
them, do not like to consider that their cfficial 
life is perfect, bat they throw them away from 
their true. esteem and love. The best of ser- 
vants is he who obeys his master cheerfally 
and becanse be loves and esteems him, not 
because he is afraid of him or is compelled 
to do it. With the former matters go smoothly 
and thera is no need to use compulsion,, while 
with the other there is always disorder, lors 
of.time, and compu'sion has t) be nsed. If 
Englishmen find they are obeyed and they see 
any hing they want dons, and that the natives 
show them every respect, I am snare most of 
them feel that-sach respect -ia only affected, 
and ander it there is hidden a deep sentiment 


of contempt, hatred, and revange, the existence . 
of which itis in the interests of the British , 


nation that it chould cease. 

I, perhaps as an oxseption, have had some 
opportunities of associating with Englishmen, 
and my impressions are the best. I always 


found them to be good- hearted and gentlemen | ° 


in every respect, and naturally I loved and es- 
teemed them. When I used tohoar public opinior
